That the .Railroads be Exempted 
n -Prom "War Tax Provisions. 


. -Samuel Rea,- president 'of the-Penn- 
sylvanla railroad, 
presented- argu- 


ments, to,Senator ,Penroso_ and-other 
members of the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee a few ,days ago against tbe in- 
clupiuF. ot^.carriers in the proposed 
war p'rofltaT'section of the revenue bill. 
Th'ey" said .the carriers-of this country 
would" be prostrated if tbe war profits 
section- did,-not-In some way exclude 
the carriers from its proposed radical 
provlsSon. As tentatively-agreed, to, 
the section takes the years 1911 to 1913 
~.s a basis for fixing the profits 
for 


corporations, beyond which average 
earnings a tax of 16 per cent of 
profits goes into effect, 


Mr. Rea said that under tbe existing 


excess profits tax railroads had not 
been taxed and therefore they had

Don't be afraid to plant a garden because it is growing late in 


the season, advises today's bulletin from the National Emergency 
Food Garden Commission, of Washington which is cooperating with 
Tlie Courier in the nation-wide garden campaign. 


This year particularly, when the late, cold spring has held back 


the season, new gardens will toe planted well along in to the summer. 
In most localities successful gardens mny be planted as 3ate as July 15. 


- 
The only thing to ovoid in late gardens is the planting of crops 


which mature beet in coid weather. Lettuce and spinach, for instance, 
do not like hot weather. But fortunately these plants which do com- 
bat hot weather are the ones which usually produce vegetables -which 
will store well. The most valuable war gardens -will be those which 
do yield storable food. 


The.late spring garden win miss only a few things. While it 


should r»£t contain leaf or head lettuce, it will grow the satisfactory 
substitute, romaine lettuce, especially with shading. It will not .pro- 
duce good spinach, but the substitutes Swiss chard or collards will 
do well in hot weather. Of ihe root crops radishes alone should not 
be attempted in a late planted garden. Turnips, which are short 
season spring crop, may also be planted in summer for maturity in 
late fall. Peas are a late sprinj crop only. 


Suitable vegetables for late gardens are:' late cabbage and cauli- 


flower, beets, carrots, vegetable oyster, parsley, 'endive, onions for 
the season, new gardens will be planted well alongin to the summer, 
storage, leeks, potatoes, Siwiss chard, beans, corn, okra, muskmelons 
and all vine crops, tomatoes, eggplant '.peppers, and sweet potatoes, 
the last four named requiring Transplanting.

we can afford to waste an> of it; and 
it is wasting leather not to care for and 
preserve it pioperly. In the army and 
out, we ail wear shoes. If we manage 
them rightly the> will last longer, we 
will not need so many new ones and 
there will be more left for others The 
following suggestion^ fiom the Leath- 
er and Paper Laboratory of the United 
States Department of Agriculture can 
be utilized by eveijone who jralks. 


Shoes should be oiled or greased 


whene\er the leather begins to get 
jhard or dry. Thfv should be brushed 
thoroughly and then all the d.rt and 
mud that remains washed off with 
warm water, the excess wator being 
taken off with a tir> cloth

Then slake the lime with water and dilute_it with water until 
you have two and halt gallons. Finally pour the bluestone solution 
slowly into the lime water, stirring hard with a paddle, and you have 
bordeaux mixture.
